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Florida Secretary of State notifies Attorney General’s 
Office that amendments to limit taxes and protect 


Florida Secretary of State 
Sandra B. Mortham has issued 
a notice to the State Attorney 
General's office that the three 
Tax Cap Committee taxpayer 
protection and property rights. 
constitutional amendment peti- 
tions have qualified for review 
by the Florida Supreme Coürt. 

With more than 60,000 sig- 
natures on each of its constitu- 
tional amendment petitions, 
the Tax Cap Committee has 
had more than 42,942 signa- 
tures verified, thus qualifying 
for a Florida Supreme Court 
review, The Court does not rule 
on the basis of the. worthiness 
of an amendment proposal, but 
whether it meets the Florida 
Constitution's requirements 
and restrictions for a ballot 
amendment proposal. 

A Tax Cap amendment pro- 
posal that will provide a “fire- 
wall^ against a ‘personal 
income tax by requiring a two- 
thirds vote to approve any new 
constitutionally- imposed tax or 


fee, has already been approved 
by the Court and will be on this 
November's ballot as Proposi- 
tion #1. 

“Voting ‘yes’ on Proposition 
One will send a clear message 
to the tax and spend crowd 
that Floridians do not want the 
additional burden of a state 
income tax,” stated David Bid- 
dulph, Chairman of the Tax 


*Cap.Committee, a nonprofit, 


non-partisan, grass roots orga- 
nization. 

“The three other Tax Cap 
amendments:to be submitted 
for Court review are designed 
to protect citizens against 
excessive and unfair taxes, and 
from government actions that 
destroy property values,” 
explained Biddulph.
